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The  recent  announcement  (see  last  Folio)  by  KPFA's  Bureau  of  Ethnic  "Music" 
that  it  had  seceded  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Music  Secretariat  and  found  refuge 
amidst  the  burgeoning  ranks  of  the  Children's  Division  has  come  as  a  great  relief 
to  our  harrassed  Music  Director,  who  can  now  pursue  his  own  philistine  predilections 
without  fear  of  contradiction  from  his  colleagues.  The  fruits  of  this  new  independence 
for  the  Mahler-Mendelssohn-Mozart  wing  of  KPFA's  operations  can  be  seen  in  a  pro- 
gram   of    unusual    interest    scheduled   herein    Folio,    on    Wednesday    April    3    at    8:15. 

Ordinarily  a  visiting  personality  such  as  Pierre  Boulez  might  find  himself  in 
the  company  of  Royal  Watutsi  Drums,  Patagonian  Sword  Dances,  and  Eskimo  Fer- 
tility Concertos;  now,  however,  he  belongs  to  the  ages.  Mr.  Beethoven,  would  you 
mind  moving  over  just  a  wee  bit? 

Mr.  Boulez  deserves  your  consideration  as  one  of  the  most  aggressive  and  far- 
seeing  of  contemporary  musicians.  Throughout  his  brief  career  (he  is  barely  out  of 
his  20' s)  he  has  remained  in  the  avant  garde  of  almost  every  important  compositional 
movement  in  Europe.  Formerly  a  twelve-tone  composer  with  ideas  of  organization 
that  went  far  beyond  even  the  most  rigid  s'ystematizations  of  Schoenberg  and  his 
school,  Mr.  Boulez  has  more  recently  been  a  prime  mover  in  the  French  Musique 
Concrete,  the  cultivation  of  an  expressive  art  through  the  manipulation  via  tape  of  a 
wide  variety  of  natural  sounds.  He  is  now  active  with  a  group  of  young  German  com- 
posers of  Electronic  Music,  which  avoids  all  natural  sounds  and  deals  completely 
with  taped  sounds  of  electronic  origin.  For  his  visit  to  KPFA  we  were  able  to  as- 
semble a  firing  squad  of  four  important  composers  old-fashioned  enough  to  cling  to 
violin,  trumpet,  and  piano,  and  the  result  is  a  colloquy  of  considerable  vigor.  Along 
with  the  discussion  we  will  give  the  first  local  hearing  of  a  major  composition  by 
Boulez  himself,  and  of  a  powerful  and  extended  Electronic  Work,  the  "Song  of  the 
Holy  Children  in  the  Fiery  Furnace"  by  Karlheinz  Stockhausen.  To  clear  the  air, 
there   will  be  Schubert  Lieder  at  10:30.
